HARMAN RAY GUARDIANBHIP

About two years ago Harman Ray, a
German widower about sevenly years
of age who formerly lived in the Peru
bottoms, convesed something like
£100,000 worth of property to his
brother-in-law, one Lompe, s Lutheran
preacher with whom Mr. Ray had
placed his two ehildren at the death of
his wife some years before, and Mr
Lompe at once couveved the property
to thess children.

Mr. Prante, a nephew of Harman
Ilay, and some othere, thought it
would be a good thing to have a guar-
dinn appointed for Mr Ray, to tuke
charge of his person and property and
to have this deed, whereby Ray's

nhsence of his attorneys or tha sattors
neys for the guardiun of his children,
wnd the guirdian wus appointed belore
any ol these attorueys had notice of
whaut was going on., Al the time
wppointed for the bearing these attors
neys appesred aond fled Mr. Ray's
answer, stating that he was perfectly
competent to take charge of his own
property and denying the need of #
guardian, and usked to have the case
reopened and beard on its merits.  Mr
Iay was wrought up to a high piteh,
had evidently been drinking, and was
greatly vnder the inflvence of people
who were anxious to get control of bis

property. The court refused the res
hearing und appoioted Praonte us
guardian,

The case was taken taken to the
district court by Lhe attorneys ubove
mentioned, and the district court re«
versed the judgment of the county
court and set the proceedings nside
and held the case for further proceed-
ings.
